Must be dissolved with solvent. Sponge with 
finger-nail polish remover. Launder in hot water 
and “all.” 


If fabric is acetate , use amyl acetate (bar ana oil) . 
Launder in warm water and “all.” 


ALCOHOLIC 

BEVERAGES 


Sponge immediately with cold water, then 
glycerine and water. Rinse with vinegar water 
and then rinse with clear water. Launder in 
hot water and “all.” 


Same. Launder in warm water and ' all.” 


BLOOD AND 
MEAT JUICE 


Soak in cold water. If stain persists, soak in 
lukewarm ammonia water (3 tablespoons house- 
hold ammonia per gallon of water). Launder in 
lukewarm water and “all.” 


Same if colors are fast. If questionable, use 
hydrogen peroxide instead of amironia. 


CANDLEWAX 


Rub with ice and scrape excess wax off. Place 
stained portion on white blotter and press with 
warm iron. If colored wax dye remains, treat as 
suggested for dye. Launder in hot water and “all.” 


Same as for white cotton Launder in warm water 
and “all.” 


CHEWING GUM 


Rub with ice and scrape off gum. If stain remains, 
sponge with accepted brand of cleaning fluid. 
Launder in hot water and “all.”

Wash in very hot water and “all.” If a brown 
stain remains, sponge with hydrc s en pe^xide.

COFFEE AND TEA 


Soak in cool water, then launder in hot water anc j 
“all.” If stain remains, soak 15 minute* in 
solution of 1 tablespoon chlorine bleach to 
1 quart water. Rewash,

INK 


No method with definite assurance. Try rubbing 
with “all” solution (1 tablespoon “all” to *4 cup 
water) . Allow to stand for 5 minutes. Rinse and 
repeat. If stain remains, make paste of soda and 
peroxide, spread over stain and hold over spout of 
steaming kettle. If yellow stain remains, add a 
few drops of commercial preparation for iron rust. 


Same — Except do not use rust remover solution. 


BALLPOINT INK 


Rub with vaseline. Sponge with branded name 
cleaning fluid. Launder in hot water and “all.” 


Same. Launder in warm water and “all.” 


IODINE 


Wet spot and rub in paste oi water and starch. 
Let stand 15 minutes. Wash in hot water and “ali.” 


Sponge with alcohol and water. Wash in warm 
“all” solution. 


LIPSTICK AND 
ROUGE 


Sponge with accepted brand cleaning fluid beiore 
washing. Launder in hot water and “all.” 


Same as for cotton. Launder in warm water 
and “all.” 


MILDEW 


Wash in hot “all” solution. Moisten with lemon 
juice and salt and dry in sun. If stain is old, 
bleach wi*^ hydrogen peroxide. Rmse well.

Rub iycerine into stain as for Fruit. Launder in 
hot /ater and “all.” If yellow stain remains after

Launder items frequently in warm water and 
“all” to restore original whiteness. Never wash 
white nylo is with colored clot.ies. 




PERSPIRAl >N 


Usually removed by washing in hot water and 
“all.” If ‘Tain persists, use pepsin as directed 
under Egg. Or if dye stains are present, treat as 
for Dye. 


Sponge with solution of warm water and “all.” 
Pepsin may be used. Launder in warm water and
